It is difficult for people not to assign unnatural 


ability and a story book goodness to men whose names 
are the corner stones of pair!***- Instruction. Famous 
men of famous times, notabl> ^_.- own revolutionary 
e*«racters are almost Invariably enveloped In such a. 
kaz* of legend and glory >hat they appear to children 
and to adults alike^to have'.been,superhuman, faultless 
and totally unlike their fellow men. 


Not so with Lincoln. As long- as men live who 


knew the great emancipator In life, who saw him in re- 
pose and in action, who heard him In private and In 
public and whose recollections of fact are not overshad- 
owed by the asslmillation of fancy, the memory of Lin- 
coln will b« a true memory and the mental picture of 
him will be as ^nr\a.n which he was, not a demi-god, 
which he was not. .

Lincoln was a great man, a good man. an excep- 


tionally 'able man. But withal he was a roan's man, an 
Imperfect man and sometimes perhaps a. mistaken* man. 
His greatness and his goodness ought not *o be dimmed 
•by his human characteristics, but Intensified instead, 
because having' only common clay to start with, he rose 
to almost unequalled fineness and because in spite of his 
weakness** h* became a na Sonal tower of strength. 


Prior to Lincoln's tragic death there -were few peo- 


ple in the country willing to ascribe unto him all the 
elements of greatness aAd perfection which echoo! books 
use in describing him now. Some people hated him, 
with more or" less reason, many doubted his wisdom 
with some cause perhaps; no one thought him perfect 
and beyond question he was not. 


But those who hated him have disappeared in the 


course of softening years and have seen generally that 
they were embittered by conditions over which Lincoln 
had no control. Those who doubted his wisdom ha\-« 
lived to see that his plans were made for the greatest 
good of the greatest number. Those who knew him to 
be imperfect have marvelled that in spite of his im- 
perfections he hag oonie to be the ideal of American 
manhood. 


It is important that we keep this kind of a memory of 


Abraham Lincoln for posterity. He must not be clothed 
with virtues he did not possess and given credit for a' 
perfect life which he probably did not live. It is so 
much better if we can teach our children and their chil- 
drens' children that Abraham Lincoln was a man of the 
people, a common man, a great and proed man, like they 
can grow to be. That there was nothing about him dif- 
ferent or better than his fellows save his devotion to 
his convictions and his great kindly heart. That he was 
like us in every way but that he made much of his op- 
portunities for service and gave everything for the coun- 
try he loved.
